Q. Pray, is it a greater Sin to paint the Face than 
to patch st ? 

A. In one of our firft Papers we fhew'd, that the 
ufe of Patches, if under the particular reftrictions 
there fpecified, is not Sinful, inafmuch as ir is no 
other than Ornamental, as is the wearing of Jeweis 
and other allowable Decorations, But as for Paint. 
ing, itis not fo with chat, fince it not fo much A- 
dorns as Hides the Face ; puts a flagrane Cheat up- 
on the World, and recommends Deformity it {elf 
under the Enfnaring Mask of Beauty. 

Q. How do ye reconcile that part of the Second 
Commandment in Exod. 20. 5. For I the Lord thy 
God am a Jealous God, vifiting the iniquicy of the 
Fathers upon the Children unto the third and fourth 
Generation of them that hate me ; with that Paffage 
sn Ezek. 13. 4, 3. What mean ye, thar ye ufe this 
Proverb concerning the Land of Ifrael, faying, the 
fathers have eatcn fowre grapes, and the childrens 
teeth are fer onedge. As J live, faith the Lord, ye 
fhall not have cccafion any more to ufe this Proverb 
in Ifrael. 

A. In anfwer to a Queftion of no inconfiderab!e 
Amportance we {hall firft propole a Solution of a 
Learned and Judicious Prelate, and then offer our 
further thoughts upon the matrer. 

The Opinion of this great Man is, that God in 
that Paffage in Ex kiel does nor in the lea!t repeal 
(as indeed he does not) what he had before faid 
by the Mouth of his Setvane af,/*1 is: the Decalogue, 
but tharply reprove rhe Jewifh Natioa, a Nation /a- 
den with) iniquity, in that they lookd upon their 
Captivity in Babylon as the unhappy coniequence of 
the:r fathers Sins, as tho’ They themlelves were an 


Innocent, were an Harmlefs People, arid deferv'd 
not by the waters of Babylon to fit down and Weep, as 
often as they remenb: Sion’ And therefore the Pro- 
pher plainly acquaincs them, thar tho’ their fathers 
had been inurely gui'rlefs, yet They were chargeable 
with fuch enormities, 2s were enough to draw down 
the véngeance of Heaven on their guilty heads, and 
prévent thé Unfeafonable Application of that other- 
wife Unéxceptionable Proverb ; the fathers have ea- 
ten fowre grapes, and the childrens teeth are fet on 
ed Ce 

“And as This feems a Natural and Eafy Interpre- 
tation of the Prophet, fo it wou'd be an Unexcep- 
tionable Reconciiiation of ‘the Paflage with the Se- 
cond Commandment, wou'd the Context allow us 
to Acquiefce therein. But the Immediately fucceed- 
ing Verles teem to Reprebend,nor the Abufe,but the 
Ule of the foremention’d Proverb, For inthe next 
Verfe we read; bebold, all Souls are Mine; as the 
Soul of the Father, fo alfo the Soul of the Son is mine, 
Thax is. fince the Childten, as well as the Fathers 
are Equally Near to Me as the Common Parent of 
them both, they are therefore fo Equally Dear to 
me, that I fhall never put (uch a Difference between 
them as to make the one, tho’ Innocent, to fuffer 
for the O.hers faults. And the conclufion of the 
Verfe will not permit us to make the leaft Demur to 
this Interpretation ; the Sou! that Sinneth, It fhall 
Dye. And then the Prophet goes on ro tell us, that 
if a Pious Father beget a Wicked Son, that Son thall 
Dye, norwithftanding his Father's Piety. And if 
He again become che Father of a Pious Child, that 
Pious Child fhall Live, norwithftanding his Father’s 
Wickednels 

We beg leave thérefore to give the commion Ex- 
pofition of the Second Commandment, which will 
teconcile the two feemingly diftant Paffages, 

We mult undeérftand the Denunciation of Vifiring 
the iniguities of the Fathers upon the Children in a li- 
mited acceptance ; namely, if Children tread in 
their Father’s Steps ; if they go on as did their Fa- 
thers before them, to provoke the Lord ro Jealoufy, 
and approve of their Father’s Actions by unhappily 
tran{cribing them in their Own pradtice. In tach 
a cafe as this God will take occafion from the Ini- 
quities of the Fathersto Chaftife the Tranfgreffioris 
of the Children, when otherwife he might bave fuf- 
b fer’d 
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fer'd them to go Unpunifh'd : Unpunifh’d with re- 
gard to temporal calamities, to this prefent World. 
And of this interpretation we meet with a remark- 
able confirmation in 2 Kings 22. 16. and following 
Verfes to the end of the Chaprer, . For there #ui- 
dah the Prophetets cells Fofizh by Meflage, that his 
extraordinary Piety and tendernefs of heart had 
warded off the Evils denounc’d to Fudah, for all 
the Abominations of Amon and Manajfeb. But that 
God notwithftanding wou'd bring thofe Evils upon 
the Generation after him ; namely, fince He (as 
we may reafonably fuppofe ) by his Prafcience 
Knew,that they won'dImurate their wicked Grand- 
fathers, and thence become juftly obnoxions to the 
Curfe of the Law, as being within the Period of the 
third and fourth Generation. 

Nor but that a Guiltle!s People are oblig’d to de- 
precate the confequence of their Fathers Sins, For 
not todeprecate the confequence is to be dilregard- 
lefs of God’s Authority, to have no tendetnels for 
the fecurity of his Government, to be Unconcera’d 
at the Indignities paft upon their Maker ; patt up- 
on bim by their Own Progenitors, And whar : 
this, but to be Innoeent and yer Guilty rao ; J 
cent in other ref{pects, and yet Guilty in a 
no {malJ importance. Whence it is. th 
concern’d,fuch difregardlefs Peopre j» | 
Judgment Denounc'’d againft then 4. 0-22 
Commandment, and thereiore can 
in that Paffage in Ezehie:. 

Q. Ingenious Gentlemen, Among fevera ‘make 
their Addreffes to me, there ave two that [-q..idy lhe, 
tho’ the one a Reform d Rake, the other @ dif-rzet Per- 
Yon that newer was guilty of thefe Follies, which are 
the neceffary Qualifications for a Rakz, Gentlemen, 
vour Opinion is defir'd, which will make the moft ob- 
liging Beit Husband. And jour fpeedy Anfwer will 
very much oblige your Humble Servant Lucinda. 

A. Madam, You your felf are better qualified 
to Determine the matter, who are perfonally ac- 
quainted wich both the Partics. It is certainly more 
Valuable in ic felf ( where there is an Equality in o- 
ther refpects) never ro have been guilty of the Follies 
of a Rake,than to have been happily Reform’d from 
them. Onche one hand it is commonly obferv’d, 
that if a Sober Per{on unfortunately turn Rake, he 
is with the greareft Difficulty Reclaim’d. On the 
other hand it may be thought, chat the fame Levi- 
ty of Mind, which led the Rake to his Unaccount- 
able Courfes, may tempt him to fly out again co the 
Like proceedure, But here we may confider too, 
that fince he has cried the ways both of Vertue and 
Debauchery, and yet Prefer’d the former, a Choice 
thus grounded on Experience may be expected to 
be of a Durable continuance, And fome may be 
ready to conclude, that if a Sober Man shou’d but 
Taft the Sweets of a Kakith Life, it mighr allure 
him to tuinRunegzdo,and Defert hisColors.Buc We 
are of opinion,thac He,who has fo long Experienc’d 
the Unrival’d Pleafures of a Vertuous Life, cannot 
eaiily be wroughc upon to Prefer a Fancied Good 
to a Real one. Upon the whole we think, rhat 
there is more Security to be expected from Him, 
who has been always Sober and Dilcreer,than from 
a Reform’d Rake. 

But on fappofal, that they will both continue in 
their prefent State of Sobriety, we may confider, 
which is moft Likely to prove the Beft. And here 
the Perfon, who has been never orherwife than So- 
ber, has a confiderable advantage on his fide, if he 
be fo Wife as to make the beft ule of it. For as he 
has been long in the practife of Vertue, fo he might 
have made an extraordinary Proficiency. Where- 
asthe Reform’d Rake is but a Novice in his Pro. 
feffion, and therefore muft require fome time, bee 


fore he can attain to the prefent Smndardof . the 
other. Burtthen it is obferv’d, thar Vercuous Per- 
fons, who have been always {o, are too ready to 
pre(ume upon their Habicual Vertue, and thence 
grow Negligent and Carelefs of Improvement. 
Whereas Rakes Reform’d are Confcious of the op- 
portunities they have loft, and thence {0 carefully 
endeavour to retrieve their Neglected time, as 
fometimes not only to Overtake, bur alfo to Qut- 
ftrip the moft Experiencd Racer. Ic is obferv'd 
withal, that Habitually Sober Men are roo apt to 
be Elevated with their Conftant Sobriety. And fuch 
a misbecoming Elevation will fowre their Tempers, 
tincture rhem with Cenforioufnels, and render them 
not fo Obliging, as they ought to be. Whereas Re- 
form’d Perions are fenfible of their former deme- 
rits, and thence are more eafily prevail’d upon to be 
Modeft, Humble, and Obliging. Bat however 
thus it may fomeutmesbe, yer ir may not be fo wirh 
thoie, who are now the objects of your ferious 
thoughts. Wewoud advile you therefore to make 
a natrow fcrutiny into the Dilpofitions of them 
voth and thele Intimatioas of Ours may perhaps be 
fe to fuch a ferutiny.

HE Letters from Turin April 3d advife, that the 
Duke of Savoy, having given the Neceffary Or- 
ders fot the preparation cowards the next Campaign, 
went yefterdav forVenerie,where he defigns to continue 
2 few days ; that the Prince of Carignan is in an hope- 
tul way ot recovery; that moft of the Regiments are 
compleat, and receive daily their Cloathing ; that feve. 
cal Magazines are Erecting on the Frentiers, and the 
Corn bought up in Italy is daily bringing thither, and 
Orders have been Iffued out for buying 400 Horfes for 
the ufe of the Artillery ; that there are at Final feveral 
Recruits, for the Imperial Troops, ready to embark 
tor Barcelona; that the [nhabitants of Grenoble, bein 
reduc'd to the utmoft Neceflities, for want of Provifi- 
ons, have plunder’d their Magazines, in which were 
laid up 6000 Sacks ot Corn, tor the Ulfe of the French 
Army in Dauphine: They write from Schaffhaufen, A- 
pril the 9th. that from Leghorn ’tis advis’d that Sir 
Edward Whitaker, withthe Squadron under his com- 
mand, is pafs’d by that place, but whether to reinforce 
King Charles, or to reduce the Ifland ot Sicily is as yet 
unknown : That from Genoa ’tis advis’d March 30th

fome days ago the Britifh Squadron from Naples with. 
in 2 days tail of Barcelona; The Advices from the 





Hapue April och are, thatthe French have lately fene 
trom the Netherlands 14 Regiments of Lliorle and Foor 
to reinforce the Duke ot Burguady’s Army on the Up. 
per Rhine; that the Enemy pretend, that their Troops 
will begin to Canton the 30th Inftane, and-that a few 
days atter their grand Army will aflemble between 
Douay and Valenciennes, and that they will likewife 
form a Flying Camp near Namur, which will be near 
ac hand to joyn the Great Army upon any Emergency;
